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REMARKS 

Claims 2-7 and 10 are pending in the Application. Claims 2-7 and 10 have been 
amended. Claim 1 is herein cancelled. No new matter has been added. Claim 2 is independent. 

On page 2 of the Office Action, Claims 1,6, 7, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP-1 136780 to Walron, in view of Burne, et al., U.S. No. 
3,323,586. Claim 1 has been cancelled. Claims 6, 7 and 10 have been amended to depend from 
. Claim 2, which was indicated as allowable if rewritten in independent form. Claim 2 has been 
rewritten, and therefore, amended Claims 6, 7, and 10 are believed to be allowable. 

On page 4 of the Office Action, Claims 1-7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 has been cancelled. Claims 2-7 
and 10 have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, and are thus 
believed to be in condition for allowance. 

On page 4 of the Office Action, Claims 2-5 are stated to be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph and to include all of the 
limitations of the base and intervening claims. Claim 2 has been amended to appear in 
independent form, with Claims 3-5 depending from Claim 2. Accordingly, Claims 2-5 are 
believed to be in condition for allowance. In addition. Claims 6, 7 and 10 have been amended to 
depend from amended independent Claim 2, and are thus also believed to be in condition for 
allowance. 
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For all of the above reasons, the claim objections are believed to have been overcome 
placing Claims 2-7 and 10 in condition for allowance, and reconsideration and allowance thereof 
is respectfully requested.
